The injunction issued by Judge 


Goldaborough against John L. 
Lewi* has got labor hot and 
bothered over an issue which is 
really of very small importance. 
When Mr. Lewis says that the de- 
cision of the United States Su- 
preme Court mav affect every 
person in this Republic, he is 
merely oratorical. 


Conceding that the injunction 


was abused years ago, the Korris- 
La Guardia Act still stands. It 
still applies to every labor dispute 
in which private employers and 
not the sovereign government it- 
self is the plaintiff in the case. 


If and when Congress begins to 


consider how far the Noms-La 
Guardia anti-injunction act should 
be amended, in the light of exist- 
ing abuses, and they have been 
many, there will be plenty of time 
for labor to become active m its 
support. 


Judge Goldsboi-ough and I were 


in Congress together when the 
Norris-La Guardia bill was passed. 
It outlawed the yellow dog con- 
tract and placed restraints upon 
the use of the injunction in labor 
disputes.

I agree with Judge Goldsborough 


that Congress never intended to 
destroy the sovereignty of the na- 
tion when confronted by some 
power-drunk 
labor leader who 


wants to make himself the arbi- 
trator of his own demands as 
against the life necessities of 140 
million men, women, and children. 


Congressman La Guardia him- 


self said that he did not see any 
possibly way in which "the United 
States "can "be brought under the 
provisions of this bill". Now that 
Mr. Green of the A. F. of L. and 
Mr. Murray of the C.I.O. have 
rushed to John Lewis' defense, I 
suggest that they do this: That 
they take a telegraphic poll of all 
living members of Congress who 
voted for the Norris-La Guardia 
Act; ask them whether they in- 
tended to prevent 
the United 


States government from keeping 
our homes warm, and our factories 
and railroads running, and then 
publish the result of that poll to 
the world and agree to abide by 
the resttlt. 


If they do not adopt this sug- 


gestion, some newspaper would 
perform a. valuable service if it 
were to take this poll

No Time to Buy 


The Agricultural 
Department's 


Bureau of Agricultural Economics 
has 
hoisted 
a storm warning 


which American farmers cannot 
afford to ignore. This is no time 
to buy farm land, says the bu- 
reau, and it goes on to tell why 
not, in statistics of dire implica- 
tion. 


Farm land values went up an- 


- other 14 per cent during the year 


ending last November 1, and they 
are now only 11 per cent below 
the 1920 peak. In 15 states they 
they have more than doubled since 
the 1935-39 period, and in 11 oth- 
ers they have reached a point 
75 per cent above what they were 
less than 10 years ago. 


What this means, of course, as 


Secretary of Agriculture 
Ander- 


son points out, that unless the 
brakes are fast applied to credit 
^buying, farmers are in for an- 
other land crash such as struck 
them in 1920-21. And this tune 
the blow may be even more se- 
vere, for more people have gone 
into debt to purchase farms in 
each of the last four years than 
in any other year since 
1920. 


Farm mortgages went up an ad- 
ditional $80 million" in the first 
six months of 1946, with the re- 
Bult that the total indebtedness 
of American farms now stands at 
?5 billion.

i ome to the United States to ex- 
plain his position to those who 
aie willing1 to listen, but. with no 
suggestion that anyone should be 
compelled to listen or forbidden to 
disagree. 


As one uf those who disagrees 


\\ ith him on certain matters, I am 
mindful 
nevertheless, 
that Mr.-. 


Roosevelt 
has often 
held 
that 


communists should be allowed to 
explain their theory ot" government 
and advocate its 
adoption here. 


The Supreme court has so held, 
too. 
with the proviso, however, 


that in advocating: this change 
they must not incite persons to 
use violent means. 
I understand 


that Niemoeller doesn't advocate 
national socialism for the United 
States at all, but at most, reveals 
it for our inspection. 


There was much more to na- 


tional socialism than the ostra- 
cism, then the persecution and 
finally massacre of Jews. Some of 
us elements have been present in 
some phases of the new deal in 
which Mrs. Roosevelt herself be- 
lieved from kiver-to-kiver. 
Na- 


tional socialism is said to havp 
wiped out unions and the "labor 
movement1' in Germany. 
I never 


understood that to be the case at 
all. I thought national socialism 
merely converted the "labor move- 
ment" into an auxiliary of the rul- 
ing party under dictatorial bosses 
and it has seemed to me that the 
new deal did this, too, only with 
less success. Here, the new deal 
swept millions of workers into 
unions whose bosses were fierce 
partisans of the party and. when 
we got into the war, the agencies 
| of the government, which were 
actually party cells, took over the 
functions of the union officials. 
That is. the 
government 
took 


authority to say what wages a 
man should get, which, under true 
unionism, is the duty of the union 
representative in collective bar- 
gaining. 
In the recent John L. 


Lewis case, the government pre- 
tended to seize and operate the 
coal mines and thus to become 
the employer. We know the gov- 
ernment did not "possess" or "op- 
erate" those mines in the honest 
sense, but merely established a 
technical legal position as the 
employer. 
However, 
here 
was 


the government acting as both 
employer and bargaining agent to 
fix wages, which was just what 
the national socialists did m Ger- 
many. 


Not only that, but in 19-14. when 


her late husband was running for 
his fourth term. Mrs. Roosevelt 
must have observed 
that 
many 


unions in the Roosevelt political 
party collected forced 
contribu- 


tions from workers who opposed 
Roosevelt politically, 
and 
used 


them to re-elect him. The Italian 
fascist party thought of that first 
and the national socialists adopt- 
ed it as a good idea 
Then the 


Roosevelt party adopted it. too. 
We were told that it was just 
nonsense to sav that our workers 


. 
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A ND then she saw Ace Latshaw.

If all this was national social- 


ism in Germany it seems to me to 
follow that it was still national 
socialism here, although I heaid 
it called democracy. 


One phase of national socialism 


consisted of mass athletics under 
go\ernmpnt direction. 
True, the 


final purpose v.as to produce a 
generation of nimble and magnifi- 
cently healthy young men for an 
army to conquer the world, but, 
of itself, the sports program did 
wonders. 
The Germans developed 


some, great athletes and the re- 
sult in stalwartness was apparent 
to anyone. Their youth were, as 
one of our journalists observed 
ominously just 
before 
Munich, 


"bulging with muscle.'1 


The national 
socialists 
under- 


took to stop 
immigration, 
but 


other countries 
-which 
are 
not 


called nazi or fascist nations have 
done the same. 
Australia draws 


a color line. So does Mexico and, 
for that matter So do we. Would 
we call Southern Ireland a fascist 
or nazi nation because Eire un- 
doubtedly would block any mass 
immigration or heavy infiltration 
which would impair the Irishness 
of the Irish people in a generation 
or two or antagonize the religious 
unity of the nation? 
I say Amer- 


icans generally would lecogmze 
her right to preserve her charac- 
teristics and her integrity, wheth- 
er you call it "racial" or "facial". 
Ireland is their country, not a 
public ground 
open to 
all the 


world. 


Mrs. Roosevelt once wrote that 


Niemoeller "sounds like a gentle- 
man who believes iruthe German 
doctrine 
of 
the 
superiority of 


race." 


He may at that, but I think 


most Americans believe in some- 
thing comparable, although not 
identical. I don't agree that it is 
fair to say that we believe in the 
"superiority"' of one race over 
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another. 
We obviously do, how- J 


ever, believe in. or have an in-' 
stinct for. our 
lespective kinds. 


For example. Although I am will- 
ing to behe\ e tnat the Roos-evelt' 
family has r.o such sense of "su- 
periority." I have casually ob- 
served 
that 
Among 
the 
many, 


Roosevelts and Delanos there are ' 
no colored members ot the fam- 
ily. 
I would be th'e last to con- 


clude from that that the Roose- 
velts "hate" Negroes or that they 
feel "superior" to them. 


I know the nazis preached hate 


and went out for conquest and I 
hated them for that no less than 
I now hate those private gestapos 
in our own country which preach 
hatred of Americans -merely be- 
cause those 
Americans disagree 


with them nn immigration, for 
example, and the iniquity of the i 
new 
deal's 
adaptation f-f Arloif i 


Hitler's "labor program." 
The' 


nazis got control of the "instru- 
ments of public opinion" and I 
have noticed, with angry suspi- 
cion,^ attempts 
to do the 
same 


here through stealthy book-ptib- 
lishmg companies, through the ra- 
dio, including even some of the 
ostensibly 
funny 
programs, 


through comic books for children 
and 
textbooks 
for their schools j 


and through the movies. 
j 


I wouldn't agree with 
much \ 


that Niemoeller had to say except 
to grant that he is in a better po- 
sition than I am to judge wheth- 
er the German people "like to be 
governed and not mingle in poli- 


tics' or govern themselves. They 
tried governing 
themselves 
and 


made a mess of the job and they 
were the happiest under their Kai- 
ser. 
But I disagree with Mrs. 


Roosevelt's 
position 
that 
we 


shouldn't be invited to listen to 
him 
We don't have to listen, or, 


having listened, we don't have to 
agree with him.

senate range up to a year in jail 
and $1.000 fine.

ed George Meader. counsel for the 
committee, also to push a per- 
jury charge against Terry.
